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Report of Superintendent Florida Hospital 
for Insane. 



The Board of Commissioners of State Institutions, Talla- 
hassee, Florida. 

Gentlemen : 

I hare the honor to submit my report as Superintendent 
of the Florida Hospital for the Insane, for the biennial 
term including the years 1909-1910. For details giving 
movement of population for this period refer you to the 
accompanying tables: There were on the rolls at the 
beginning of 1909, 918, and present, 793. Admissions 
during year, 335. Deaths, discharges, furloughs, eloped, 
for the year, 351. Present December 31st, 1909, 880. On 
furlough, 109. Total on rolls at that date, 989. Admis 
sions during 1910, 329. Deaths, discharges, eloped, 247; 
present December 31st, 929. On furlough this date, 145, 
making a total on rolls at close of 1910, 1074, a net gain 
of 136 present, and in number enrolled during term, 134. 

The average daily population during 1909 was 85^.5 
and during 1910 911.8. 

The general health of the institution has been good. 
We have had epidemics of measles, mumps and chicken- 
pox, which could not be guarded against, receiving people 
as we do from all parts of the State, but most of the cases 
have been of a mild type. As far as diseases which could 
he attributed or traced to local causes, we have been most 
fortunate and almost exempt. The death rute has been, 
for 1909, 9.57 per cent; for 1910, 9.S4 per cent. In this, 
too, we have cause for congratulation, when we consider 
how much sickness has prevailed in the various sections 
of the State, and the condition of many of those admitted, 
as to age and its accompanying maladies mid in Or mi ties. 



MAINTENANCE. 

By referring to the tables relating to maintenance, it 
will be seen how the appropriations for the Hospital have 



been expended, as well as the amounts. There have been 
many improvements, and as the population is steadily 
growing, it requires an increase in expenditures and con- 
sequently in appropriations. 

Pay rolls have increased, as it became necessary to 
employ more people, such as resident dentist, internes, 
attendants and nurses, to keep pace with the growth of 
population. 

DENTAL WOKK. 

The former Supervisor, Dr. J. G. Wilson, who formerly 
gave only a part of bis time to dental work, was, in May, 
1910. appointed resident dentist, and has been thereby 
able to give his whole attention to this important and 
necessary work. My reference to the tables the amount of 
dental work done will be shown. 

EMPLOYMENT OF PATIENTS. 

Such male patients as it is safe to have ont of the insti- 
tution, and trust to handle tools, are employed in various 
ways : On the farm, in the truck gardens, dairy, etc. Quite 
a number of the white women assist in the sewing room, 
under the charge of attendants employed as seamstresses 
for that purpose. In this way a large number of garments 
are made, as will be seen by reference to the tables. 

Owing to the great quantity of fuel, material for the 
various new buildings, besides the logs for the saw mill, 
and the regular supplies of the institution, it has been 
impossible to devote a great deal of time to farming. We 
do use. however, all of the available land for garden 
vegetables, oats, ensilage, corn, sweet potatoes, Irish 
potatoes, millet, etc.. a list of which will be found in 
accompanying tables. 

The dairy is gradually increasing in productiveness, 
and the quantity of good Jersey milk, for the aged, sick 
and delicate, has been sufficient, though not as much as 
would supply all inmates in the institution. 

We now have 67 milch cows, 15 heifers, 14 calves, 2 
bulls and 4 oxen. 

For production of milk, butter and buttermilk, see 
tables. 

Quite a quantity of fresh pork has been raised. There 



is no effort made to cure this into bacon, as it is used fresh 
during the cool weather to add variety to the diet. 

The ice plant and saw mill are used as occasion re- 
quires; the former usually to its full capacity during the 
summer months, when, besides our own consumption and 
the refrigerating room, quite a considerable quantity is 
sold to parties on the outside, who generally take all our 
surplus at the plant, thus (living something townrds tbe 
expense of making the ice. Fee has been sold for the term 
amounting to f 1,(175.40. 

The saw mill is still a great convenience and help, as 
we are able to cut a good proportion of the rough lumber 
ttsed in construction and repair work. The supply of 
timber for making first class (rift) flooring has been 
exhausted. As it is very necessary to have the flooring 
of the best mater in I, we are obliged to purchase that class 
of lumber from other mills. 

IMPROVEMENTS. 

During this biennial term the new building for conva- 
lescent white females has l>een completed, and the white 
women moved into their new quarters in May, IflOfl. This 
building, constructed with a view to the requirements of 
our southern climate, with broad verandas, cross halls 
and ample ventilatiou, will compare favorably with any 
foi- ill is purpose, and after a trial of more than a year tins 
justified expectations. 

This allowed the convalescent white men to again 
occupy the Tower building, which had tteen renovated 
prior to the condemnation of the Leonard building. This 
gave ample room for them. 

THE COLORED WOMEN'S DEPARTMENT. 

It was origin nlly intended to renovate the row of low, 
ill-constructed buildings nsed by this department; but 
finally, owing to the proximity to the white department 
and yards and the constant growth of the institution, it 
was deemed best to ereet an entirely new building for 
them, projecting to the north from the extreme eastern 
colored female department, in which they could be housed, 
the unsanitary row raxed to the foundations, and a build- 
ing, for occupancy by the disturbed white females, erected, 
thus having each color under practically one roof. The 



building for colored women, two stories with verandas, 
was finished and occupied in May, 1910. Immediately 
upon the moving out of the colored women, the work of 
demolishing the old row occupied by them was undertaken 
and the new brick work begun. This building will be 
ready for the disturbed white females in the near future. 

It was found advisable to raise the roof over the drug 
room and physicians' offices, in order to have a second 
story, with three rooms, to be occupied by the internes. 
This has been completed, aud they now have comfortable 
quarters near the drug room" and within the hospital 
grounds; accessible at all hours to emergency calls from 
the wards. 

Two new boilers have been installed: One at the power 
house, in place of an old one considered dangerous and 
condemned; the other at the water works, on the creek, 
where ii was very necessary to have a duplicate, to insure 
an ample supply of water. 

The 65,000-gallon water tank, on steel tower (referred 
lo in last report), has been built and in use for more than 
a year, which, with the old tank, 38,000 gallons, gives us 
an ample supply. 

All the smoke stacks at power- house have been in- 
creased 25 feet in height, abating, to a great degree, the 
smoke nuisance, which, before this was done, was at times 
quite disagreeable. 

What is known as the Angle building has been relaid 
with riff, double flooring; walls recalcimined, and put in 
good condition. The large hall, on the upper floor, we 
use for holding church services; also for the weekly 
dances. It is large enough for present needs. The other 
rooms are occupied as sitting rooms or halls for the white 
male department. 

The lower floor of the colored female hospital build- 
ing, formerly used as dining room, has been relaid 
with wooden floor (formerly concrete), and is now used 
as a large dormitory. 

A telephone exchange has been installed, giving com- 
munication with the various departments and hospitals 
and physicians' residences. This has been a great con- 
venience. 

The proximity of the hospital to the public highways 
has for a long time been considered objectionable. After 
considerable delay this has been changed. The new roads 
are at a greater distance from the buildings and grounds; 



partly completed, and it will take only a short time to 
finish them. This when done will give more room for 
expansion, in building, recreation grounds, etc., and in 
other ways add to the quiet and comfort of the institution. 



RECOMMENDATIONS. 



MAINTENANCE. 

Owing to the steady increase of commitments to the 
hospital , and the rapid growth of Florida's population, it 
is necessary to increase the amount for maintenance, and 
[ would respectfully ask that $ 175,000.00 per annum be 
allowed for that purpose. The cost of all supplies, Buch 
as dry goods, clothing, groceries, etc., has been steadily 
increasing. The number of employes will grow in pro- 
portion to population, likewise the necessity for greater 
repairs. It is safe to say by the end of 1011 our popula- 
tion (resident) will be over 1,000, to say nothing of those 
who are on furlough or visits to their homes, and who are 
constantly coming and going. Taking all this into con- 
sideration, I do not think thi* above amount asked for 
maintenance too great 

IMPROVEMENTS. 

The plans outlined in the report for the biennial term 
1907-1908 having been somewhat changed, to meet exist- 
ing conditions, the erection of the recreation hall was 
again postponed, in order to meet the pressing demand 
for additional ward room, which was imperative, in order 
to remodel, for hospital receiving wards, what is known as 
the old Government building (used for the disturbed white 
women). This, of course, could not be done without 
moving them out, and they could not be moved until new 
quarters were provided. It hafl been thought best, by your 
honorable body, to change this plan, and build an entirely 
new hospital and receiving ward, located without the 
hospital quadrangle, and modeled on the latest and most 
approved plans drawn by a professional architect. The 
site has been selected, and as soon as the plans are ac 
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cepled work will be begun. It i» estimated the building 
can be erected and equipped for #25,000.00. 

As soon as the disturbed white women are moved to 
their new building, which will soon be ready for them, 
their old wards can be renovated, remodeled and used for 
the future growth of the female department, for the esti- 
mated snm of $15,000.00. 

The building for negro men, which was erected during 
l!Hi."i -i!mt>, i s tilled almost to its safe capacity, housing at 
present over 200 patients, besides the necessary comple- 
ment of attendants and nurses. In the near future it will 
be necessary to build additional accommodations for 
them, either by adding to the present structure or erect- 
ing an entirely new building, with isolated wards for 
tuberculosis patients of their color and sex; estimated 
appropriation necessary, $30,000.00 Owing to the great 
increase of this dread disease, in its various forms, some 
provision should be made for isolation wards or cottages 
for those afflicted in the other three departments, to-wit : 
white men. white women and colored women. 

As the removal of the public roads from the proximity 
has been accomplished, the question of parks or recreation 
grounds presents itself. It is proposed to locate three on 
the south, and an equal number on the north of the insti- 
tution, which will afford ample space for out of door 
exercise and games, as well as a restful lounging place 
away from the buildings. This will require a considerable 
outlay for fencing, pavilions, ball and croquet grounds, 
tennis courts, scats, etc. The south side is already well 
wooded, doing away with the necessity for setting trees, 
but will require some terracing, and retaining walls, as 
the ground is quite rolling, and if something in this line 
is not done, will soon become unattractive by reason of 
washes and gullies. Of course, this will require a consid- 
erable outlay, but if it is to be done, it should be done 
well. 

The above applies even to a greater degree to the land 
on the north side, where it is proposed to locate the parks 
for the female department. 

LAUNDKY. 

The institution is outgrowing the laundry, and it will 
be necessary to increase its capacity, and add some 
machinery which we do not at present possess. The esti- 
mate for this addition is $7,000.00. 
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MEDICAL STAFF. 

Including the patients, nurses and regular employes, 
all of whom are entitled to treatment and medicine, when 
sick, our population is something over 1.100. At no time, 
since my connection with the institution, has there been 
more than two physicians on the medical staff, and when 
one of these has been called or sent off on some special 
duty or has a leave of absence granted him or is sick, the 
whole care of these 1,100 people (the majority mentally, 
and often quite a number phsically ailing,} falls on one 
alone. It is without question too much for one man, how- 
ever energetic, willing and experienced in his profession. 

I trast the Board will pardon my earnestness in bring- 
ing this question forward, the importance of which is far 
greater than many others. No general practitioner, I 
suppose, in the whole State has half the number of 
patients under his care. 

There are many improvements which we would like to 
have, bat they are secondary beside this. I, therefore, 
most respectfully ask your honorable body for another 
physician on the staff, in addition to those heretofore 
allowed, making three in all, beside the pathologist, who, 
if he gives himself to the work in his special line, will 
have no time to spare for practice on the wards*. The 
Chief Physician, in keeping up the medical records of the 
patients, giving professional opinions as to mental and 
physical conditions of patients, in answer to inquiries of 
friends and relatives at a distance, and consultations, in 
severe and critical cases, would have his time fully occu- 
pied; but could, in cases of emergency, such as an epi- 
demic, or sickness of any member of the medical staff, 
fill his place temporarily. 

I have always held to the belief that all who came 
closely in contact with those afflicted with mental dis- 
orders should have a certain amount of rest or cessation 
from such work each year. This is allowed the attendants 
on the wards, to a limited degree, and is equally applicable 
to the higher, or staff officials. 

Dr. E. L. Goodbred, who was appointed Chief Physician 
in March, 1905, resigned April 1st. 1909, and I)r. J. H. 
Randolph, who was assistant up to that time, was pro- 
moted, and served as chief till April. 1910, when he re- 
signed. Br. R. N. Green was appointed assistant physi- 
cian April 1st, 1909, and on Dr. Randolph's resignation 
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was promoted to chief, and Dr. B. F. Barnes appointed 
assistant, to fill the vacancy caused by Dr. Greene's pro- 
motion; thus we have had three Chief Physicians and 
three assistants during this biennial term ; but only two 
at any one period actively connected with the hospital. 

It ia with, sincere regret to me that these gentlemen 
have seen best to sever their connection with the institu- 
tion. They have my earnest and best wishes for future 
success in their new fields of work. 

The institution and public are indebted to the various 
members of the medical visiting staff for the readiness 
with which they have responded to the calls made upon 
their valuable time and expert professional services, which 
were "freely given" to the cause of suffering humanity. 
The difficult and delicate operations were both interesting 
and ins tractive, while the opportunity to become ac- 
quainted, and the social intercourse, was duly appreciated 
by the hospital staff- 
There have been many important operations by them 
of great benefit to the inmates. I earnestly hope they may 
continue their professional services as members of the 
medical visiting staff. 

Rev. J, C. Pace, having been reappointed, is serving his 
third year as Chaplain. He gives the hospital four regu- 
lar (and when there is a fifth Sunday, five,) services 
monthly. He is an affable and kind hearted gentleman 
and sincere, Christian minister. 

ACKNOWLEDGEMENTS. 

It gives me pleasure to refer to the hospital medical 
staff, in complimentary words, for their interest in the 
work here; their readiness to answer all calls made by 
the sick and suffering under their care, as well as the 
excellent results from surgical operations and treatment 
in extreme cases of illness, shown during their connection 
with the institution. 

I wish to thank, on behalf of the patients, those in 
various parts of the State, for donations of fruit to the 
hospital during the holidays. Fruit is bought by the 
management for special occasions, such as Thanksgiving. 
Christmas and New Year; but, in a State raising millions 
of boxes of citrus fruits, a small quantity donated by each 
grower during the winter months would give a sufficiency, 
be a blessing to the inmates, and not missed by the pro- 
ducer. 
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The hospital has received regularly copies of the follow- 
ing newspapers, for which the publishers will accept 
thanks and assurances of due appreciation of their gener- 
osity: The Florida Times-Union and The Metropolis, 
Jacksonville; The Journal, Pensacola (dailies) ; also The 
Gainesville Sun, Lake City Index, Tallahassee True Demo- 
crat (weeklies). 

I wish to express my thanks to the office force for their 
efficient and helpful work. 

To the nurses, attendants and employes, with few excep- 
tions, words of commendation are due for attention to 
duties, which at times were onerous and trying. 

In conclusion, I wish to express to the Board a due 
appreciation of the many kindnesses shown me; also to 
the Secretary for the pleasant and considerate treatment 
in all of our business correspondence.
